And then, spiking the oft-reiterated 
charge that California agriculture 
prompted the invasion of migrants by 
advertising for workers in the middle- 
west and other sections, the federal of- 
ficial reportsp« 

“California farmers have been blam- 
ed unjustifiably for the unprecedented 
influx of agricultural workers to the 
State during the past few years. It 
has been alleged that growers in cer- 
tain areas of California have advertis- 
ed for labor in the Dust Bowl area. But 
at the instigation of the Farm Place- 
ment Service in California, thorough 
investigation of these statements has 
been made. Directors of State Employ- 
ment Services in the Middle West, in 
their desire to give us complete co- 
operation, have had newspapers 
throughout their states searched for 
such ads, but to date not even one ad- 
vertisement of that nature has been 
found, We believe responsibility for 
the influx lies not with our growers, 
but with individual farm laborers who, 
as we have pointed out, have come here 
from other states and, having been able 
to maintain themselves, have written 
to friends and relatives at home, ex- 
aggerating the ease with which they 
have found work or have secured re- 
lief, to the end that their friends and 
relatives will join them here.” 

Tracing the start of “the new gold 
rush” to California, the federal of- 
ficial relates: 

“In 1935, farm workers in ever-in- 
creasing numbers invaded Calfiornia 
They came from all sections of the 
United States. but principally from the 
so-called drought states. They were at- 
tracted to California by the higher 
farm wages paid in this state; by bet- 
ter living conditions and housing con- 
ditions furnished by growers; by the 
fact that Calfiornia’s agriculture is a 
year-round activity; by the more hb- 
eral relief policies of the California 
state relief administration and by the 
higher security wage paid by the Works 
Progress Administration in this state. 

“In 1936. according to the reports 
from border quarantine stations, 97.642 
people entered California by automo- 
bile in search of manual employment. 
Many experienced agricultural 
workers ... In 1937. some 104,976 peo- 
ple entered the state. Again a majority 
were from the drought area.”
